728 In other income, but the operating 
ejojienses increased »3.S12,379, and the 
charges $82.050, leaving a surplus after 
charges of only JSSS.SSSj while the di- 
vidend amounted to »1,958,871 and had 
to be paid chiefly out of the surplus 
net earnings of previous years. 
President Charles S. Mellen says 1n
